The reports of sightings, lim ­ 
ited for nearly two weeks to 
southern Michigan, cam e from 
some 100 miles north in Michi­ 
gan’s •’thum b” district, across 
Lake Michigan at Green Bay, 
Wis., and south near Toledo and 
Dayton, Ohio. 


As before, there was no full 
explanation. 


So far. the only authoritative j 
analysis has been the swainp- 
gas theory advanced Friday by 
a Northwestern University as­ 
trophysicist 
concerning

sightings in southern Michigan. 


The scientist. Dr. J. Allen Hy- 
nek, who also is an Air Force 
special 
consultant, has gotten 
argum ents from those who re ­ 
ported 
seeing 
the 
m ysterious 
flying objects.

D. Landversicht said Sunday he 
saw a strange light approaching

ing of the Soviet Communist 
p arty ’s 23rd congress. 


Delegations from more than 40 
foreign countries and 5,000 So­ 
viet delegates to the congress 
thronged 
the 
hotels, 
trudged 
through 
museums 
and 
went 
window-shopping. 


M ore foreign delegations were 
arriving constantly. 
Only the 
Communist parties of Albania, 
New Zealand and Japan have 
joined the Chinese Communists 
in boycotting the meeting. Dele­ 
gates have arrived from North 
Viet 
Nam 
and North 
Korea, 
which once sided with Peking in 
the dispute with Moscow but 
now take a more neutral posi­ 
tion. 


T he congress, first since 1961, 
opens Tuesday in the m odernist­ 
ic Palace of Congresses in the 
Kremlin. 


Breshnev Comment 
The chief scheduled business 
is adoption of directives for the 
Soviet Union’s 1966-70 economic 
developm ent plan. The 
unan- 
ounced business that is expected 
to attract the most attention will 
be comment by the party first 
secretary, Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
on

Comm unist sources say B re­ 
zhnev will mention them both as 
historic figures that cannot be 
ignored by the party.

M. Kirov. The articles m ade no 
mention of previous suggestions 
th at Stalin had him m urdered in 
1934 because of personal rival­ 
ry.

In fact, patients are 
often reduced to eating a paw- 
der-like combination of selected 
m aterials, 
plus 
certain fruits 
and vegetables. 


In an alternative method, a

European Reds 
Expect Soviet 
Peace Efforts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Top 
U.S. officials attach great im­ 
portance to the fact that North 
Viet Nam is being represented 
at this week’s Soviet Communist 
party meeting by one cf the 
chief policymakers under Presi­ 
dent Ho Chi Minh. 


The mission to Moscow of the 
North Vietnamese Communists 
leader, Le Duan, could have a 
significant bearing on the future 
course of the war in Viet Nam. 


Some 
European 
Communist 
diplomats 
say privately 
they 
believe Soviet authorities will 
m ake an effort to persuade the 
North Vietnamese delegation to 
give 
serious 
consideration 
to 
peace moves. 


The E astern European diplo­ 
m ats speculate th at w ith the 
m assive buildup of American 
power in Southeast Asia the 
North Vietnam ese m ust be com­ 
pelled sooner or late r to face the 
fact that the conflict is going 
against them and the hopes they 
had for victory • year ago are 
fading rapidly. 


The Soviet governm ent was 
cochairm an with B ritain of the 
1954 Geneva Conference and a 
willingness on its part to join 
B ritain in reconvening the con­ 
ference would be a m ajor step 
toward negotiations. The So­ 
viets, however, a re obviously 
unwilling to act w ithout North 
Viet N am 's a greem ent and will­ 
ingness to participate.

We 
strive to contain but not to iso­ 
late. We do not try to impose 
quarantine from without. We do 
not try to overturn power from 
within. We do not harass or pro­ 
voke.... 


“ If Communist China wishes 
isolation, it will have to forge its 
own.”

Dr. James Pollock, professor 
Of political science at the Uni> 
versity of Michigan, told an Up­ 
per Peninsula audience of 60 at 
th« U-M’s “Weekend with the 
Professors’* at the House of 
Ludington that: 


1. Even with reform of state 
fovernment and even with a 
iharing of federal income with

in improving intergovernmental 
relations, but the Great Society 
will flounder unless we deve­ 
lop even better relations be­ 
tween the federal government 
and states and local govern­ 
ments.*’) 


4. The U.S. Supreme Court’s 
insistence upon apportionment 
on a basis of population only, 
*'one-man, one-vote,” was “op­ 
erating with a meat axe where 
very delicate surgery was need­ 
ed and it is having all kinds of 
results.”

"It is no langer sufficient to

“The states 
arc at the center of much plan­ 
ning and total control of gov­ 
ernment; they contribute to a 
considerable degree to the suc­ 
cess of federal government. 


Back To States 


“But there is no federal aid 
without strings and basically 
the slates have got to help 
themselves. And state govern­ 
ment has been described as a 
mess. Federal and state govern­ 
ments used to be regarded as 
dual, but separate jurisdictions. 
The New Deal was essentially a 
national aspiration and a third 
dimension has emerged — cre­ 
ative 
federalism 
— 
which 
doesn’t conceive of power as a 
static commodity, but a re­ 
sponse to needs and conditions. 


“An important test of the vi­ 
ability (ability to live) of states 


in the federal system is the 
sharing of costs of meeting the 
needs of urban areas. If it is 
not done by the states it will 
come to be viewed as a federal 
responsibility. 


Feds Predominate 


“If we would not place so 
much reliance on government 
and more on individuals we 
would be better off. We have an 
excessive number of units of 
government 
in 
the 
United 
States. I suggested to the Con­ 
stitutional Convention the eli­ 
mination of the constitutional 
status of townships and I re­ 
gret to tell you that I got only 
41 votes of 144. 


“The federal government can 
put conditions (of reform) on 
the states (in giving them aid) 
and this is the ultimate solu­ 
tion, it seems to me. But we 
don’t want a horde of federal 
employes telling us what to do. 
We have got too many now. Look 
around you here in Escanaba. 
We have got more federal em­ 
ployes in Michigan now than 
we have state employes.” 


Easter Cruelty: 
Baby Chicks Not 
Household Pets 


People who want to be kind 
at Eastertime will refrain from 
buying baby chicken, ducks or 
rabbits as playthings for child­ 
ren, advises the Humane So­ 
ciety of the United States. 


Nearly all such animals die 
shortly after Easter from over­ 
attention, improper food, star­ 
vation, abuse, or just plain ne­ 
glect, it is pointed out by the 
Society. 


The attention of the public 
in this area is directed to the 
cruel practice by Mrs. Sophia 
Pilley, Brampton, who said that 
the Humane Society has achi­ 
eved considerable success as 
legislation outlawing such trade 
in 11 states and more than 100 
communities. 


Mrs. Pilley noted that the 
Humane Society recommends 
that local groups begin cam­ 
paigns for legislation to pro­ 
hibit the trade in baby birds 
and 
animals 
at 
Eastertime. 
Copies of model ordinances may 
be obtained by writing the Hu­ 
mane Society of the United 
States, Washington, D.C.

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New York's Newspapers 


New York claims to have the biggest and best of 
everything. The Chicago Tribune, trying to play psycho­ 
analyst to its city’s inferiority complex about competi­ 
tion with New York, likes to cite all the shortcomings 
of the City on the Hudson and to tell about its own 
pix)gress. New York, for instance, no matter what it’s 
growth, can’t eventually be on the shore of Lake Mich­ 
igan, like Chicago. 


When Ne\v York had its transport strike to welcome 
new Mayor Lindsay into chaos, the Tnb turned journal­ 
istic handsprings about how well Chicago is managed, 
comparatively. It repeated and embellished the opinion 
that New York had become unmanageable. 


Even ^vithout the Trib, New York has been having 
its lumps lately. With its subway and bus strike settled, 
it has managed to borrow enough money to keep oper­ 
ating, but its new taxes have brought it new crises. The 
14 cent tax on a pack of cigai*ettes has created a huge 
black market that has defeated the tax increase and 
now the New York Stock Exchange is threatening to 
move out of the city because of what it describes as 
New York’s punitive taxes. About 70 per cent of its 
business is done with outsiders and there should be a 
limit on what they have to pay to do business in the 
unmanageable city, says NYSE.

And now New York’s daily newspapers have shrunk 
again. Three newspapers which were themselves the 
p ^ u cts of mergers have announced that they will 
merge into one firm which will publish an evening paper, 
a morning paper and a Sunday paper. The merjrinir 
papers are the Herald Tribune, the World-Telegrani 
and Sun and the Journal-American. 


The shakeup is one of the biggest in American 
Journalism. It will remove one evening newspaper and 
one Sunday paper and leave Manhattan with five dailies 
irf general circulation and three Sunday newspapei*s. 


In 1922 there were 14 daily newspapers of genei al 
circulation published in Manhattan. And now there are 
Rve! 


It seems obvious that the newspaper busmess is m 
a bad way when the famous big newspapers of the 
w rld’a larpst city can’t cut it. But the explanation 
ton’t that simple.

T ht truth is that high costs are killing some Man­ 
hattan newspapers, but not New York newspaper read­ 
ing nor advertising. Before the merger only three New 
York newspapers reported that they were making 
money, the Times, News and Post, and none of tlieni 
was involved in the merger. Newsprint (paper) and 
labor costs have risen faster since World War II than 
income of the newspapers fi*om circulation and adver­ 
tising, and labor relations have become increasingly un­ 
stable and unmanageable. Tliere have been major shut­ 
downs of the New York dailies increasingly. In 1962-63 
they lost 114 days and in 1965 they lost 25 days. 


TTie publishers, dealing with 9 craft unions, say 
they've been unable to compete because they were held 
biick by union restrictions and the high cost of equip­ 
ment and distribution, and the printers union says that 
the publishers have delayed negotiations on automation. 
In the past 10 years the number of newspaper copies 
sold in New York has declined; one reason being the 
increase in newstand prices, which affect the number 
of papers that people buy. ^ 
^ 


But New York is not just Manhattan, It is a com­ 
plex of communities that includes the island of ^lan- 
nattan, and Long Island (Brooklyn’s on it and many 
other cities) and Staten Island, and the Bronx above 
Manhattan, and many other communities outside the 
five boroughs of the city proper, including many cities 
across the Hudson in New Jersey and to the north in 
New York State and in Connecticut. These were once 
good New York daily newspaper markets, but with 
changed reading habits they are less so, and the local 
press of the suburban areas has grown enormously along 
with the growth in suburban living. 


This situation, by the way, is duplicated in Chicago, 
where Field Enterprises, wiiich published the Chicago 
Daily News and the Chicago Sun Times has just creat­ 
ed a suburban daily in Arlington to catch some of this 
lush suburban readership. The situation also prevails 
in Los Angeles, San Francisco, Boston and otlier large 
cities. (Only 18 American cities have newspaper com­ 
petition today.)

The principal population growth of New York lias 
not been in the city proper, but in the metropolitan 
area outside the corporate city. In the period 1922-61 
the population of the ooiporate city increased 10 per 
cent and the newspapei*s circulation 29 pei- cent. But in 
the New York metropolitan area as a whole—within a 
radius of 35 miles of Times Square—in spile of tlie 
reduction in the number of New York newspapers from 
14 to 6 between 1922 and 1964, newspaper sales grew by 
60 per cent. (Corporate New York City lost population 
between the 1950 and 1960 censuses.) 


So newspapers are changing, not dying.

Moonlighters 


Teachers continue to be among tlie leading groups 
of workers in the country wiio hold two jobs—in a word, 
moonlighters. 


They are, in fact, the No. 2 group, exceeded in 
numbers only by mailmen. Tlie National Education As­ 
sociation believes that if women teacliers, whose second 
jobs are usually in the home, were eliminated from con­ 
sideration, teachers would rank ahead of the iK>stmen. 


According to the U.S. Labor Department’s Monthly 
Labor Review, one out of five teachers was liolding down 
a second job as of May 1965.

The department wonders wliy tliis slioukl be and 
suggests that teachers’ comparatively flexible schedules 
may be a partial answer. It also suspects that money 
may have something to do with it. 


Well, now' that just might be. 
The median annual earnings of elementary and 
secondary school teachers in 1961, says the department, 
was $6,677. The figure for all salaried workers (exclud­ 
ing teachers, engineers and health workers) was $7,746, 
or $1,069 more than teachers. 


The figure for “professional, teclmical and kin­ 
dred'* workers was $g,548 a year, or $1,866 more than 
teachers. 


Evidently, teachers are not to be classed as “pix)- 
ifessional," which may help explain why moonlighting 
behooves them. 


Significantly, the kinds of end-meeting jobs teach­ 
ers usually take have nothing to do with teaching. They 
include such work as gas station attendants, truck driv­ 
ers and house painters.

I think your professor's 
theory is as sappy as a maple 
tree in April. 


The professor recommended 
that children be taught to drink 
alcohol at an early age. Accord­ 
ing to him a little sherry in the 
water for elementary school 
kids would be just dandy for 
openers. 
“ Now can’t you just see a 
young mother sending her little 
tyke off to school, happy in the 
knowledge that her youngster is 
going to learn a great many 
things — including how to hold 
his liquor? 


I do not buy the professor’s

A craving for alcohol 
is caused by a personality de­ 


ficiency — a dcfect in the ego 
structure. 


People who drink too much 
usually blame outside pressures. 
The truth is they reach for the 
bottled anesthetic because they 
lack the inner resources to tol­ 
erate the pain. 


I believe we should teach our 
youngsters the joy of achieving 
the rewards that come from 
meeting a challenge with cour­ 
age and confidence. 


It is a crime against human­ 
ity to give a child a crutch when 
he has two perfectly good legs. 
This is the best way I know to 
produce a generation of crip­ 
ples.

Looks To Win 


LONDON (AP> — The Gallup 
Poll gave Britain’s Labor gov­ 
ernment a big lead in 40 key 
voting districts today, throwing 
cold water on the opposition 
Conservative party’s hopes for 
the general election Thursday. 


The opinion poll in 40 critical 
areas held by the Conservatives 
in the last Parlianui.l showed 
labor holding 13 per cent more 
of the vote than the Conserva­ 
tives. 


The polls for some weeks 
have 
shown 
Prime 
Minister 
Harold Wilson’s Laborites with 
a big national lead, but the Con< 
•ervatives 
contended 
their 
ioundings showed this was not 
true in marginal areas where 
the outcome in the last election 
was close. 


The Daily Telegraph, which 
published the Gallup Poll, said 
it 
suggested 
that 
previous 
soundings undercslin'atcd 
La­ 
bor’s majority in the next House 
of Commons. In the last House it 
varied between one and three 
seats. 


The election puts all 630 Com­ 
mons scats on the line. The par­ 
ty which wins the most will 
form the next government with 
its leader as prime minister — 
Wilson 
for 
Labor, 
Edward 
Heath for the Conservatives. 


George Brown, Labor’s No. 2 
man, predicted the vote will 
bring the biggest defeat for the 
Conservatives 
since 
1906 
— 
when the now small Liberal 
party rolled up a 229-seat ma* 
jority over the Tories. 


Another finding of a Laborite 
advance in a marginal region 
came in a poll by the Guardian 
in the Yardley district of Birm- 
inghan, which Labor won In the 
1964 election by only 196 votes.

against 43.5 Conservativa and 
2.5 others. In the 1964 election 
Labor’s lead over the Conserva­ 
tive was less than 1 per cent.

Officials said they expected 
the new equipment to be ready 
for its first trial by Wednesday,

The CURV is a propeller-driv- 
en vehicle wdth a strong clamp 
and cable, lights and an under­ 
water television 
camera.

blasts the clamp and its cable 
loose from the vehicle to permit 
lifting of the object to the sur­ 
face.

in Viet Nam 
should not be oppressed by for­ 
eigners.” 


'The Vietnaniese chief of staff. 
Lt. Gen. Cao Van Vien, issued 
an order of the day 
to the 
armed 
forces 
warnmg 
them 
against 
becoming ‘‘victims of 
division schemes by the ene­ 
m y.” 


“ We must work hand in hand 
and steadily progress forward 
in defiance of any challenge and 
be dctcrinuied to c’l’.^h the in­ 
vading Communists to secure 
final victory,” the order said. 


Ky made a brief broadcast 
appeal for calm and order. He 
promised to restore democracy 
but said it ‘‘can’t be built over­ 
night.”
